SCHEME 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Si, Professor Moore states that 
my last letter was 30 misleading 
in certain respects that it calls for a 
reply,’ but in his reply he does not 
mention a single misleading state- 
ment made by me. That is a crudé 
and unworthy method of controversy. 
He describes me as defeatist. 
was it defeatism to endeavour to 
obtain the financial benefits of the 
Society’s scheme for the two quali- 
fied hospitals in which I. share the 
1 responsibility; to attempt 
to end the deadlook. - between the 
Society and the remaining hospitals ;

He states that I failed to impose 
my partioular dictatorial ideas on 
the voluntary hospitals. That is a 
poor compliment to my colleagues 
on the hospital managements and the 
dó ae joint committee, who were 
well aware that I possessed only 
one voice and one vote in their 
councils, If I had any special value 
in those councils it derived from my 
knowledge of. the three interests.

I was familiar 
with the three angles of that 
triangle, and endeavoured to give to 
Sach its full valuc; in fact, to regard 
them as equiaugular. Professor 
Moore's vision appears to have been 
myopic and restricted to his own 
angle of interest.

GAIETY THEATRE 
THE INVINCIBLES ” 


IXTY years ago the people of 
Ireland had pas one 1 for 
the Invincibles. This play, by 
Hugh Hunt and Frank O Connor, 
sets out to say that they may have 
deserved a better one. It shows Joe 
Brady going to his death a hero, 
and not as the ordinary murderer 
that his ub le then believed him to 
be. Sti e Invincibles have not 
been well remembered, for, 
although the people of Ireland have 
done much in the meantime that 
could appear ás a reversal of their 
verdict of 1882-5, they have not yet 
been able to accept the Phenix 
Park assassinations as a bright page 
in Irish history. 

That is not to ay ag Hah that 
the authors of The Invincibles ” 
do not make of their subject an in- 
teresting play. The dark page is 
often lit by real penetration of the 
motives of the best of these men, 
and the story what happened in 
the Park is. vividly. re-told. James 
Carey, the informer,’ comes to life, 
and his twisted character wriggles 
clearly before us, The play drives 
on towards sympathy for Joe Brady 
and Tim Kelly, the young men who 
went bravely to their doom, becatise 
they thought they had struck a real 
blow for Ireland by killing Cavendish 
and Burke, and done something that 
made them like Owen Roe and 
Sarsfield. 

A casa is made against the 

litical leaders of the time, who, 
y their talk of action, drove theze 
young men on to a desperate deed. 
and then disowned them when it 
was done. That is the real argu- 
ment of the play, and it holds good 
of times and situations that are less 
distant. This is the play on its 
thoughtful side. . On the side 
ok drama, it goes so far in its senti- 
mental appeal that reason: is replaced 
by the easier ways of winning an 
audience, It is only thén one begins 
to feel that, even with all the 
history left out of ‘The Invincibles,’’ 
it could still work as & rather grisly 
melodrama, with The Knife 
its handier title.
